"Bine" , must be a misspelling or a mis- 
print for "Biuc" , i. e, the Turkish word buyuk, "great" obviously, ei- 
ther the Italian original or the manuscript of the English Translation 
failed to spell corretly some of the foreign names and words which 
are found in the document, Another example of misspelling in 'Amni' 
p. 358, instead of Amin .
